- Washington, I). C., Sept. l l . —The 
German note delivered to Ambassa­ 
dor Gerard by the German foreign of­

Cunard liner Orduna. 
The note has 
not yet been delivered. 
It is believed 
the note win be found to contain some 
form of justification 
for 
Germany’s 
act. 
The Orduna was shelled by a sub­ 
marine after a torpedo had missed its 
stern by several yards on the night 
of July 9, while the Orduna was m ak­ 
ing a trip to the United States.

Americans. 
Ambassador Gerard 
made 
inquiry 
in the case by direction of W ashing­ 
ton, and it is believed the note is the 
outcome. 
W hat effect the effort to 
justify the attem pt will have on the 
situation was the subject of specula­ 
tion among officials, who regard the 
atmosphere as- unfavorable. 
A softening of views is noticeable 
among a set of officials who are in­

agreed that their views are not those 
of Wilson, but their views will be 
urged upon him before he makes up 
his mind to act.

Conditions In Russian Army. 
Berlin, Sept. 
ll.—Travelers 
who 
have returned from trips to Russia 
have contributed articles to the news­ 
papers concerning their impressions 
under W’hich the Russians are fight­ 
ing. Following are some of the views: 
“Russia has sufficient soldiers in 
the field and has plenty of food, but 
they have no arms. 
Some of the sol­ 
diers are equipped excellently. Others 
are just the contrary. 
The mon are 
willing to sy v e, but the men are in­ 
terested in nothing but that w’hich 
tends towards peace. 
The lack: of 
officers is noticeable. 
Men may* be 
seen marching without an officer. 
In 
tho new formation there is only one 
gun for every ten men.”

It is t:tie that in the legislatures of the southwestern states during thei 
past winter there were fewer unreasonable and unreasoning laws passed, 
than usual, nut a cconsideration of the hostile bills introduced shows that! 
there is sun reason for much disquiet even though they were defeated by| 
more or .ess oi a majority.

“Moreover, the idea that the railroads have been harshly treated dofes 
rot seem to prevail in the offices of the State Railroad Commissions, which 
.seem to cherish a notion that their business is not to act as an arbitrator 
between the railroads and the people, but which proceed on the theory that 
Hie railroads are able to take care of themselves and that their duty is to 
.vet as attorney tor the people even though in so doing they deny justice 
to the railroads, 
it requires no argument to demonstrate that the railroads 
are entitled to justice equally writh other citizens and taxpayers 
That they 
nave not received it and are not receiving it is perfectly susceptible of 
proof. 
That they have practically no recourse in the courts has also been. 
determined 
The situation therefore is that the people, through their representatives, 
must elect whether the services of the railroads shall ne adequately compen­ 
sated lur not. ana it requires no fortune, teller or soothsayer to predict that 
a. the long run the service will take the class that is paid for and no better. 
“The natural competition between the railroads and the natural desire 
to perform first-ciass service has heretofore resulted iii giving the public 
much move than it was willing ta^pay for.

unpossmic and. mo taws however drastic, can long accomplish the impossible.**

being reorganized and 
placed on a 


sound financial basis, rests upon the 
members solely. If the new and old 
members of 
the 
organization will 
meet upon a common ground, delib­ 
erately study community needs, puz­ 
zle over community problems, decide 
what m atters shall be taken up first, 
consider all suggestions as related to 
one long, well 
sustained 
plan, and 
then keep hammering away 
at that 
plan until results are achieved, then 
the Chamber of Commerce will fulfill 
its mission. 
The business man 
with commer­ 
cial foresight knows that he can not 
accomplish a city’s w*ork single hand­ 
ed. He perhaps realizes that he has 
neither the experience nor the train 
ing to work intelligently along this 
line. He is, therefore, willing to join 
hands with fellow business 
men in 
any movement for the betterment of 
his city’s perplexities and needs. This 
is a move in the right direction. It is 
“forehanded” selfishness. Thus a live 
business man sees that, 
to do some­ 
thing for his community m eans doing 
something for himself. 
To succeed in an enterprise for the 
public good as well as for the indi­ 
vidual welfare, 
co-operation 
is the 
first essential. 
To that end the fol­ 
lowing show* the 
fundamentals nec­ 
essary for such an organization: 
1—An ample income. 
2—A 
co-operating 
and 
working 
membership. 
3—Strong organization. 
4—A definite program of work. 
5—Office system and equipment. 
6—Working committees. 
Because one’s own 
business is a 
'paying one in no wise justifies a re­ 
fusal to support 
a 
civic movement 
for community advancement. 
In order that the Chamber of Com­ 
merce shall be able to keep its ma­ 
chinery well oiled, in order that each 
cog may perform its work properly, 
it will he necessary for each individ 
na I member of the association to do 
his share of the work. As a chain is 
no stronger than Its weakest link, so 
a city building machine is no strong-! 
cr than its weakest and least efficient 
part. The same is true of a business 
enterprise. Its success depends upon 
the efficiency of all its 
human fac­ 
tors. An enterprise may be strong in 
its m anufacturing 
end, 
but if it be 
weak in its selling end it is bound to 
fail. 
In the plan to be adopted 
by the 
Chamber of Commerce 
an effective 
civic-commercial organization will re­ 
sult. One in which each member will 
find work oof Interest and in w hich the 
aggregate result will mean “All for 
one and one for all, and all for Seda­ 
lia.” 


All worthy activity prompted by A 
commendable desire to overcome tax 
dodging, unfortunately, does very lit­ 
tle good. There never can be even an 
approximately 
equitable 
system of 
property taxation unless the fixing of 
values is removed 
from 
local influ­ 
ences. 
A Minnesota report s h o w 'hat the 
local assessors generally ignored the 
legal m andate to return all property 
at its true value, and substituted va­ 
rious ratios of their 
own, 
w’ilh the 
inevitable result 
that 
“the 
assess- 
men abounds in the grossest inequal­ 
ities.” A New* 
Hampshire investiga­ 
tion found some assessors returning 
property at 50 per cent or less of its 
true value, and others at 70 per cert 
or more. 
In 
every state where the 
valuing of property 
for 
taxation is 
left largely to local officials the same 
conditions can be found. 
So long as a general property tax 
is retained—w*hich undoubtedly wili 
be a long time—the only rational way 
to levy it is through a state board to 
.which local assessors are directly re­ 
sponsible. The local assessor is al­ 
most always a taxpayer himself. His 
friends and political 
supporters are 
taxpayers. He does not want his com 
muni tv to pay more 
taxes relatively 
than some other community. His con­ 
stant tendency is to cut down valua­ 
tions. So, if tax dodging is to be dis­ 
couraged, 
assessm ents 
should 
be 
made or strictly supervised by a body 
free from local influences. Meanwhile 
to ,threaten tax dodgers does no barm 
nor is it entirely barton of results, it 
convinces some people that our pub­ 
lic officers, grand 
juries, 
etc., are 
trying to earn their money*

recently made 
by James Ft. Mann, of Illinois, that he 
would be a candidate for the repub­ 
lican nomination for president 
has 
given encouragement to the friends 
of Charles W arren Fairbanks,

will be Indiana's candidate. They will

Roscoe 
Conklin? was driven from the m an­ 
sion at the point of a shotgun in the 
hands of Sprague. 
Divorce soon fol­ 
lowed. 
Later 1 Canonchet ’ wjis sold over 
the head of the governor. 
Frank D. 
Moulton paid $62,250 for the $ I. Od 0,000 
estate. 
When he appeared *to tak° 
possesslon he found “Canonchet” in a 
state of siege. 
Governor 
Sprague, 
armed with his historic shotgun and 
sui rounded by his 
supporters, stood 
ready to repulse invasion.! The siege 
lasted for many weeks, until thV m at­ 
ter was taken into the courts for set­ 
tlement. 


When Moulton died in 
1886, 
his 
widow returned the mansion to the 
governor in consideration, it is said, 
of a mortgage for $62,500. 


Sprague 
immediate?? 
moved 
in, 
bringing his second w*jfe, w*ho was 
Mrs. T>ora Inez (Weed) Calvert, of 
W est Virginia. 
The old place was 
dear to the aged statesman. Here he 
had entertained such Americans as 
President Garfield, 
Chief 
Justice 
Chase, Horace Greely, General Benja­ 
min Butler^and Samuel J. Tilden 
The last blow* fell w hen “Canonchet” 
was destroyed by fire in 1909. 
The 
governor and Mrs. 
Sprague 
barely 
escaped with their lives. 
“I was in Washington 
the 
other 
day,” said Governor Sprague, in speak­ 
ing of his eventful life. 
“The scenes 
there did not make me wish lo be 
among them. Here in the quiet, after 
the heat of the day, I have found bliss. 
I bear no grudge against erty man, and 
one of the comforts of my retirement 
is that I find nothing to condemn 
mankind for.” 
He had resided in France for some 
years.

“We had to take a lot of abuse in 
return for our endorsement of Lin­ 
coln’s Emancipation 
Proclamation,” 
said Governor Sprague recently. “We 
w*ere hissed in the streets and were 
denounced as traitors.” 
At 33 years of age, he entered the 
United States senate and served dur­ 
ing the administrations 
of 
Lincoln, 
Johnson and Grant. 
H e married the beautiful and bril­ 
liant Rate Chase, daughter of Lin­ 
coln’s secretary of the treasury, and 
later chief justice 
of 
the 
United 
States supreme court. 
Lincoln, his 
cabinet, congressmen 
and 
foreign 
ministers attended. 
It was the most 
magnificent wedding ever 
held 
in 
the national capital up tc that time. 
cost 
more 
than 
$250,000. 
The young couple led a brilliant so­ 
cial career in W ashington and Rhode 
Island. 
Sprague erected a beautiful 
mansion at N arragansett Pier, which 
cost $1,000,000 complete, and was the 
show palace of the state. 
The furni­ 
ture alone, all foreign made, cost $250,- 
000. 
More th^n $150,o©«* worth of art 
objects filled the 
four-story

structure.

Montreal, Sept. 
l l . —Sir 
William 
Van Horne, for years prominent in 
the construction of the continental 


railroad in Calnada, died in the Royal 
palace here at 2 IO o’clock today. 
Sir William Van Horne rose from 
the foot of the ladder to wealth and 
fame aa one of the so-called empire 
builders of Canada. 
Although he was 
I born in the United St 
in Will 
county, IIL, Feb. 3, 1843, and gained 
railway experience 
through 
many 
years connection with railroads in 
the 
Central 
and 
Western 
United 
States, it was after his moving to Can­ 
ada and becoming general manager of 
the Canadian Pacific railways iii 18^2 
that he achieved his 
most 
notable 
triumph by pushing the railway to 
completion across the continent. 
All the rest of his active life he was 
one of the heads of the Canadian Pa­ 
cific, being vice-president from 1881 
to 1888, president from 1888 to 1899, 
and chairman of the board of directors 
from 1899 to 1910. 
Sir William was the son of Cor­ 
nelius Covenhoven Van 
Horne, 
w ho 
was a lawyer at oJliet, ill The death 
of his father left young Van Horne 
to fight the battle of life when he 
w*as only 13 years 
of 
age. 
It 
ap­ 
pears he was fascinated from the first 
with the life of a railway man, for his 
first job was in the railroad yards. 
He soon afterward became ’a tele­ 
graph operator for the Illinois Cen­ 
tral, and his strides ahead in various 
capacities with the Michigan Central 
railway and the 
Chicago 
& 
Alton 
brought him up to his first important 
executive position as general superin­ 
tendent of the St. Lpuis, Kansas City 
and Northern in 1872. 
Before going 
to Canada he also served as general 
manager of the Southern Minnesota 
railway and general superintendent of 
the Chicago & Alton.and the Chicago, 
Milw-aukee and St. Paul. 
He superintended the extension of 
the Canadian Pacific wo the western 
coast, and w*as present sit the driving 
of the last spike, on November 7. 1885. 
The total mileage whivh later came 
under his control was over 3,500. He 
w*as said to be I he “Hill and Harri­ 
man” of Canada. 
Aside from his fame as a arilroad 
builder, Sir William became a m aster 
of finance, and was often pointed out 
a s ‘one.of the score of inbn w ho form­ 
ed the foundation of Canadian money.

In one corner of the page appears 
a short note under date of July 4, 1863, 
telling of the capture of Vicksburg, 
and adding that “this is the last wall­ 
paper Citizen, and is excepting this 
note, from the types as we found them.

started. 
rI he Pittsburgh Filter company in­ 
stalled the betterm ent, while the con­ 
struction of the building and all con­ 
crete w’ork necessary for the plant 
was done by the contracting firm of 
T. H. Johnson & Son, of Sedalia. 
The imm ense plant is almost com 
plete, and within a week will be ir 
operation. 
Sedalians will then have 
pure and wholesome 
w ater 
served 
them through the mains. 
The hest re 
suit, however, will not be fully met 
for perhaps a week later, as the mair 
will have to he gradually cleared, am' 
the purification process will then bt 
in perfect w’orkyig order. 
The cost of this filtration plant and 
appurtenances is $75,000, 
as 
it 
is 
equipped 
with 
the 
very latest im 
proved machinery. 
Work on the plant was interfered 
writh to a great extent during the win 
ter by freezing, disagreeable weather 
and this sum m er it has been delayer 
to a wonderful extent by 
the 
ex 
tromely wet season, frequent down 
pours of rain w h ic h , retarded wort 
many times.

began on the 
plant last November an average of 
thirty-five 
to .forty 
workmen 
have 
been employed, and the work has been 
pushed as rapidly as w eather condi 
tions would permit. 
The filtration plant has a capacity 
of filtering 3,000,000 gallons of watei 
daily . The maximum consumption ol 
w ater by Sedalia has been 2,000,00^ 
gallons, w'hich would give ample pro 
vision for supplying 
one-third 
more 
patrons than are now using the water 
supply from F lat creek. 
The process of filtration is very in 
tcresting . The 
w ater 
is 
pumped 
from the dam into the large storage 
reservoir, wrhere it is given prelimi 
nary 
sedimentation . From 
there it 
goes into a mixing chamber, where 
chemicals are added, which form 
coagulant in the water, which is ther 
run through a circuitous route into a 
one-half million gallon settling basin 
In this 60 per cent of the sediment 
is throw'n dowrn, together writh the 
greater portion of the bacteria and 
bacterial contents. 
The w ater is then run through J 
sand and gravel collecting system a 
the bottom of each of six filters, lo 
cated in the filter house. 
This is so 
arranged that each filter gets its pro 
portionate share of the w’ater in the 
same condition. 
Then it goes through 
piping into the clear w ater basin, and 
in 
that 
pipe 
an automatic contro 
valve on each filter prevents more 
w ater passing through the sand than 
its predetermined load. 
This coagu­ 
lant forms over the settling basin a 
film, taking out 99 to 9 9 ^ per cent 
of the bacteria. 
W hen the sand used in the filter 
beds becomes dirty, which is about 
I once every tw'onty-four hours, it is 


cleaned by the use of water from an 
immense elevated wash tank, which 
holds 30,000 gallons of water. 
The 
reverse of the flow of water through 
he sand cleans thoroughly any col­ 
ection 
of 
sediment or bacteria, on 
brass strainers that are utilized, and I 
the dirty water is run off into a sewer. 
A gallery of pipe work is under­ 
neath the spacious room used for the 
ows of filters; and between the rows 
»f filters, valves control the flow of 
the water. 
From the clear water basin, hoki­ 
ng one-half million gallons of water, 
he w’ater is pumped directly into the 
service mains and into the city. 
The clear water basin is thoroughly 
ventilated and is covered with two 
eet of earth, preventing it being ex- 
nosed to light or heat, thereby elim- 
nating all algae or growth of any 
kind. 
Gauges show when the sand needs 
cashing, and the proper use of fil- 
ration chemicals will be fully deter­ 
mined when the service is first es­ 
tablished. 
The filtration 
plant 
will 
enable 
he w ater company to utilize much 
water that has heretofore been con­ 
sidered unfit for use, and which has 
[>een permitted to flow over the dam 
md pass on unused. 
A chemical and bacterial laboratory 
las been placed on the upper floor of 
he 
main 
filtration building, and a 
horoughly 
competent 
chemist 
and 
jacteriologist 
will 
be 
placed 
in 
•barge. 
W ater is all filtered thoroughly by 
he new' process and is made doubly 
lure through a final sterilization pro- 
ess as it enters 
the 
clear 
w ater 
basin. 
At 
times 
when the w ater in the 
jreek is unusually dirty, or is not 
considered in fairly good condition. 
it will also he treated at the intake. 
The construction of the filtration 
plant has entirely 
devastated 
the 
beautiful park that had been a most 
^tractive

at the waterworks 
station, w’ith its pretty flower beds 
md velvet-like lawn, together with a 
pool and fountain. 
The grounds surrounding the plant 
A’ill again be leveled early this fall, 
md placed in the best possible shape

This is especially true 
if you have been loafing on the job 
and h a v e n t been doing wrell in 
the 
class room. 
You get tired and ner­ 
vous over your lessons 
about exam 
times if you haven’t laid a good hold 
on the beginnings at the first of the 
year. Also, if you didn’t do well last 
year, when you first took up a sub­ 
ject, you will find it harder to go on 
with it this year. 
It is because you 
haven t laid a good foundation in the 
subject. Let me explain by giving a 
concrete illustration (I am not talking 
about sidewalks 
now—besides, side­ 
walks are 
not 
real 
concrete, only 
when yoii w’alk or fall on them). Say 
you began 
the 
study of Latin last 
year: You w’ere interested in learning 
that the alphabet

guard. You began to think 
Latin 
is 
easy. Then you learned that “u” and 
“i” are 
sometimes

class. Then you started to conjugate 
a verb like “Amo,” I love. 
Amo, I 
love; amas, you 
love; 
a mat, he or 
she loves; amani us, we love; amatis, 
you (both) 
love; 
am ant, they love. 
That is great! 
Forthw ith you -sally 
forth to apply it to each and every 
young lover in the school. 
Soon you 
heard Fred say to Sarah, “John annat 
Mary.” 
She 
giggled 
and 
replied, 
“Mary am atne John.” Both laughed. 
It is bad Latin, but it passes. 
Then 
Fred simpered and said, 
“Amo te.”1 
Of course he doesn’t really mean it, 
and Sarah knows 
it, 
but it was a 
lark; so 
she 
blushes, 
laughs 
and 
turns away. Then, after a short time, 
Fred and Sarah 
begin 
to exchange 
notes, sometimes written in school on 
tablet paper, 
sometimes 
written at 
home on colored note paper. Is it not 
so? Then the precious time 
which 
should have been given 
to learning 
the vocabulary was spent in writing 


ter a while Sarah decides that she is 
not cut out for high school work, and 
begins to dream how' she could do it 
better than Mary Pickford, if she had 
a chance. 
Fred becomes solicitious 
about his hard 
working 
father and 
decides that he ought to be working 
for an honest living to help dad. 
Time rolls by and Sarah makes up 
her mind that it is up to her to give 
up the struggle and have a home of 
her own, 
so 
she 
m arries—Adolph, 
w ho works at the brewery. And Fred 
m arries—Georgia, and drives an auto 
truck for the Lamonte Transfer Co. at 
$50 per. 
Thus 
the 
higher educa­ 
tion fails again! W hy? 
Poor 
father 
and 
mother 
have 
dreamed their dreams and have hop­ 
ed that their son and daughter might 
take a high place in society as edu­ 
cated people. Poor father had to go 
to work before he was old enough to 
get an education, maybe; and he al­ 
ways hoped that his soon might have 
a chance to do better. Maybe mother 
went t o a country .school where the 
term was short and 
the advantages 
were few. Besides, she had to make 
lier own clothes as a girl and had to 
help her m other with the care of oth­ 
er children. (A sort of extreme case, 
but not an uncommon 
one, 
I find). 
She hopes that her daughter will be 
able to marry better on account of a 
superior educat ion. And, maybe, when 
her boy grows up to be a big man of 
affairs she can have that taffeta dress 
she has always coveted. So they send 
the children to school and leave the 
rest to the teacher, instead of seeing 
to it that the lessons are learned, day 
by day. Too many parents are cumed 
with overoptim ism when it comes to 
results of merely sending their child­ 
ren to school. Children in school need 
to be 
encouraged, 
stimulated, 
re­ 
minded, urged and even bullied into 
getting their lessons We must try to 
make them like their lessons, if pos­ 
sible, and have them do these things 
because they are interested in them. 
Otherwise, ever hold up to them the 
dire possibilities of going forth into 
the world as partially ignorant peo­ 
ple. Spur them on! 
The day has come when an ignor­ 
ant 
and 
half-educated 
person 
is 
looked down 
upon 
as 
an inferior. 
Money will 
not 
change the opinion 
other people have of you. Other peo­ 
ple will sneer and make fun of dis­ 
plays of ignorance behind your back. 
Have you ever noticed the look which 
comes upon the face of a fairly 
well 
educated person when some one else 
says “le arn t” for 
“taught,” or inno­ 
cently asked where the Tower of Pi­ 
sa is located, as though it might be 
in Chicago? 
Education opens 
up greater possi­ 
bilities for you for contentment, en­ 
joyment and happiness in life.. 
It 
may not mean 
more 
mon^y, but it 
will mean a bigger and broader view' 
of life, greater possibilities for ser­ 
vice and for 
intercourse 
with finer 
people. It means the completion, all 
other things 
being 
equal, 
of what 
would otherwise be 
a restless, tedi­ 
ous, irksome, petty existence. That is 


it! 
Education does more than anything

We seek to learn everything 
which will help us to develop mental­ 
ly for a bigger and more useful life. 
Latin, Greek and other studies, call­ 
ed 
“dead 
languages” 
(which 
puts 
them in disfavor 
with 
those people 
w'ho do nill know that it is impossible 
to have a thorough knowledge of the 
English language without them) are 
all exceedingly 
valuable, 
both 
as 
mental training 
and 
as 
useful and 
practical studies, and have their real 
and lasting value. 
No boy who neg­ 
lects his studies for hikes, signaling, 
first aid, 
nature 
study 
and 
other 
things, is a 
tine 
Scout, 
no m atter 
how loyal he may he 
otherwise. 
A 
true Scout shows his loyalty 
to the 
organization by being faithful to his 
Scout oath, 
when 
he 
promised to 
keep himself “mentally 
alert”—and 
that means study while in school. 
I 
expect every Scout, on his honor as 
a Scout, to do his best in school. 
If 
he has only a pint of brains, let him 
put that pint to good use and fill it 
up! 
The 
same 
is true of the Boy 
Pioneers and the Colonial Girls. If I 
can aid parents, teachers or scholars 
in the accomplishment of this. Calion 
mo. 
We are distressed 
to 
learn that 
Scout Coggswell, of Independence, is 
having such a serious time, 
as a re­ 
sult of scratching 
a 
mosquito bite, 
which has 
caused blood poisoning. 
W e have not heard how' he is getting 
along, but 
expect 
news 
In a 
few' 
days, because we are writing for fur 
thor 
in fo rm atio n . We 
know- 
him 
quite well, as he sat at the same ta­ 
ble with some 
of 
our boys in the 
mess tent at Elk Springs. 
Mosquitoes will always be found in 
places v.'here there is 
an 
abundance 
of w'ater—along 
the 
sea shore, in 
the mountains, north, south, east or 
west. I suspect they may occasionally 
find their way to the Desert of Saha­ 
ra. They certainly thrive in Sedalia 
and Independence. 
If a person will 
scratch mosquito and 
chigger bites 
in an encam pm ent at 
Elk Springs 
they will do it at home, too. T here­ 
fore Scouts are not the only people 
who are bitten. I am sorry for Coggs­ 
well, but I believe that he was about 
due for a case 
of 
blood poisoning. 
anyhow-. He would probably have suf­ 
fered it had he 
remained 
at home. 
Hts blood was In a receptive 
condi 
tion, he wras intent 
upon scratching, 
and his finger nails 
probably would 
have had the dirt under them 
just, 
the same. We had no dirtier dirt in 
camp than is to be found at home or 
in Independence. 
The point for condemnation is that 
any Scout would 
scratch 
his bites, 
because he knows as well as a doctor 
or other instructed person the danger 
of infection from dirty 
finger nails 
Yet a Scout is thoughtless and care­ 
less, just 
like 
other 
people, 
about 
such things. 
Probably every reader 
of this corner has scratched bites un­ 
til they bled. 
Perhaps you will con­ 
tinue to do it until 
you die, either 
from natural causes 
or 
from blood 
poisoning. Doctors do it, and trained 
nurses do it, too. Yet it is dangerous. 
Tho dirt under 
one's 
finger 
nails 
may cause a 
serious 
infection any 
time. If the blood 
is 
in a receptive 
condition (which may 
be any Erne) 
blood poisoning may follow'. At hest, 
one suffers agony. At worst, it means 
a painful death. 
Instead of scratching these bites, re­ 
lieve the irritation in a sane way and 
effect a cure. 
Try ammonia as soon 
as you discover I he bite. W et salt and 
clean, wet earth 
(he 
careful w'here 
you got the mud, however) are good. 
I use Ccirbolized vaseline. 
There are preparations which you 
can use to 
drive 
away mosquitoes. 
These things are almost as objection­ 
able as 
tho 
mosquitoes, 
and 
they 
hardly last through the night. 
But 
they do not 
cause 
blood poisoning, 
^vhich is something 
in 
their 
favor. 
Anyhow', an ounce 
of 
prevention is 
worth a 
pound of 
cure. 
Take 
no 
chances. 
Now', my young friends of the High 
school, I am going to take .a shot at 
this 
hazing 
business, 
which 
the 
freshmen are 
undergoing. 
You may 
laugh, look superior and say cutting 
things about 
“wishing 
to make sis­ 
sies” out of you, but 
here is where 
you get yours, and if you are a lover 
of clean, fair play, you are going to 
think over what I am 
about to say 
and it isn’t going to do you any good 
to get peevish or sore about it, 
be­ 
cause you know that sort of 
criti­ 
cism bothers me about 
as much as 
w ater on a duck's 
back. 
The 
only 
kind of criticism I mind is that which 
comes from people whose judgment I 
respect. 
And 
you are going to ad­ 
mit w’hen I get through that all sen­ 
sible people must agree with me. 
Let me say first that some young 
people imagine w*e 
older 
birds are 
opposed to young 
people 
having a 
good time. But that is not true, as a 


rule. You know me, that I am ready 


to sacrifice a good d^al that vou m ar 


have good, clean, wholesome fun; and 


I am not always trying to steer you 
up against some kill-joy scheme, 
in 
pursuit of your mental and moral de­ 
velopment by trying to make men and 
women out of you before your time 
I want you to have a happy boyhood 
and girlhood right now, tha* you will 
get it all out of your system in the 
right way, so that you won't be pull­ 
ing off any o v e r ripe fool stunts w’hen 
von are supposed to know' better. 
Now, as I mentioned above. I have 
been all along the line of school do­ 
ings, including the writing of slushy 
love notes, hazing and being hazed. 
I have been paddled, made a monkey 
of in public (which 
I don’t mind a 
bit), painted, made to sing songs of 


m y 
own 
composition, 
play cookoo 
clock, 
give 
speeches 
to 
jeering 
crowds of young 
and 
older people, 
cat and drink 
mixtures 
that would 
shock a hungry 
goat, 
walk a tight 
rope while blindfolded, pin smiles on 
the wall, make love to girls who dis­ 
liked me more than I disliked them, 
and all tim rest of it. 
I have joined 
clubs, literary 
societies 
(with 
the 
literary element much obscured), and 
fraternities galore, in high school and 
in college. I have even joined a few 
lodges and had 
things 
done to me 
that I can not tell you about, 
other 
than to give you to understand that 
riding the goat in the third degree is 
no joke! To the contrary, it is a se­ 
rious matter, 
though 
done up in a 
comic supplement paper for a wrap­ 
ping. 
In college, while joining a Greek 
letter 
fraternity, 
I 
was 
paddled, 
amongst other things, supposed to be 
fun. 
One cheerful idiot from Tenne- 
sco became excited and swatted me 
one on ihe spine with a husky board. 
It didn’t light w'here it v/as intended— 
never mind w'hat his intentions w'ere. 
Sufficient to say, I was laid up for 
several days. That w a s—let me see - 
about ten years ago.

Hence, I am inclined, 
with good reason, to feel some appre­ 
hension on this ground. 
Daddling with boards! 
Where is 
the fun in it, afler all? 
Certainly the 
victim does not enjoy it! 
But does 
the one who does the paddling? 
The 
executioners laugh and how'! as they 
ply their paddles; but hew much ac­ 
tual fun do they get out of it that 
will last? 
Have you forgotten that 
you were a freshman only a little 
while ago, running for dear life to 
escape, with vour 
heart 
in 
your 
mouth? 
Coward? 
Is n t 
the 
real 
coward the one who, fortified secure­ 
ly in the midst of a pack of other fel­ 
lows, knowing that he is out of real 
danger, the one wrho yells the loudest, 
brags the most, and hits the hardest 
with the biggest paddle? 
Usually it 
is this boob that does the damage, 
too. 
Then he is too big a cow'ard to 
come out like a man and own up to 
what he has done. 
And the rest of 
the bunch imagine that they are honor 
bound not to give him away, though 
they secretly despise bim and call 
him a “mucker. 
Is it clever or ingenius sport? Does 
it take any brains to wield a paddle? 
Can’t an idiot do it with just as much 
force and enjoym ent’ 
W here does 
any originality come in, to differenti­ 
ate a gentleman from a low' bully or 
a genius from a fool? 
What is there 
about it to make people say, “That was 
clever, anyhow'?*’ 
The 
Zulus 
have 
used clubs with more effect and with 
more discrimination, which puts them 
on a higher level than that of the 
paddlers in school. 
Is it sportsmanlike? A true sports­ 
man gives his victim a fighting chance, 
if that chance be only to run or fly 
away. 
The man who shoots an ani­ 
mal or a bird whPe it is at rest is 
called a “pot-hunter,” or “butcher.” 
Before shooting, a sportsman will try 
to scare up the game. 
It is more 
creditable to shoot a deer on the run, 
or a quail on the wing than to get him 
w hile he is asleep or unconscious of 
danger. 
But the boy who comes in 
for paddling has no escape, no de­ 
fense no redress. 
He is advised that 
it will be best for bim to submit to 
bis punishment “like a m a n ”—there­ 
by, compelled to sacrifice that which 
real manhood stands for—self-defense. 
Ile must accfpt a beating and act as 


though he enjoyed it! 
He is unarm­ 


ed for defense 
He is outnumber by 


a lot of fellows who are playing the 


role of ruffians, who jet upon him 
with 
superior 
numbers, 
superior 
strength, and with dangerous weapons. 
His strength, his skill, his ingenuity 
are given absolutely no showing. 
He 
is treated like an ox in a killing pen; 
and if he comes out whole, with no 
bitterness written large in his face 
and actions, he is a “good fellow !” 
What defense can be made for this 
relic of barbarism in a civilized com­ 
munity, perpetrated and consummated 
by the sons of people who call them­ 
selves refined and cult ut ed? 
Gladia­ 
tors of old were trained for the en­ 
gagements in w'hich they took part, 
and they fought as man to man. 
In 
the prize 
ring, 
boxers 
are 
pitted 
against each other, of equal strength] 
and skill, of their own free will; and 
they get only what they may expect., 
because they have gone into it from] 
choice and as a profession. 
We look 
down upon them as brutal men, en­ 
gaged in a cruel and degraded sport; 
we do not admit them into polite so­ 
ciety, and we legislate against them 
as w'o would people engaged in some 
criminal pursuit for gain. 
These men 
have a chance, and they give their 
opponents a fair chance to fight and 
defend themselves. 
Yet we older peo­ 
ple smile at this paddling 
of 
the 
freshmen in our High school, and say, 
“boys*will he boys!” 
“Why do not 
the school officials put a stop to it?” 
you ask. • 
They may threaten dire 
punishment, and they may call the 
police to their aid; but nothing ran 
be done by them until every mother 
and father will say to their boy, “This] 
has got to stop. or I will give you the 
punishment of your life!” 
And mean 
it, too. 
The boys and girls of Athens, Spar­ 
ta,

Yet we speak of them as belonging to 
a dark age! 
The bull is turned loose in the arena 
of Spain, and he is teased and tor­ 
mented bv a number of men on foot 
and on horseback. 
He runs madly 
and frantically back ami forth, trying 
to toss one of his opponents upon bis 
horns. 
Red flags are waved in his 
face to anger him, 
and 
beribboned 
darts are stuck into his Hank and side 
to infuriate him, but he is free to fight 
back. Often horses are gored and men 
are lamed and killed. 
At last the 
toreador steps in with a fragile little 
rapier, 
and after a few* neat tricks 
of his profession, the bull is dispatch­ 
ed, if the toreador is not himself kill­ 
ed. 
We call this the spo-t of a cruel, 
degenerate people. Yet the Freshman 
is less than a bull, in that he is not 
permitted to fight back; nor has he 
the satisfaction of knowing that he 
went down as the result of the fine 
skill of his opponents.

Missouri rivers and 
stream s, includ­ 
ing those 
which 
border 
the state, 
marketed 
here and 
elsewhere, 
is 
placed at 7,500,000 pounds, which, at 
an average price of 6 cents a pound, 
sold for $420,000. 
Missouri 
is 
the 
leading 
fishery 
state of the union when it comes to 
the number of pounds 
caught annu­ 
ally by 
professional 
fishermen and 
the value of the sam e, excepting the 
states which border the Great Lakes 
and owe much of their annual catch 
to these bodies of fresh water. 
The 
reason is that 
Missouri 
has 
more 
miles of rivers 
and 
stream s, 
lake 
areas not considered, than any other 
state of the Union, and in Southeast 
Missouri, still 
undrained, 
are thou­ 
sands of acres of swamp areas which 
yearly yield large quantities of fish, 
turtles and similar water products to 
profesiional fishermen 
who 
operate 
there. 
Over one-half of the 
annual catch 
of professional fishermen is shipped 
from the producing counties 
to the 
consuming centers, such as St. Louis, 
K an sas City, St. Joseph, Joplin, Car­ 
thage, Sedalia, Springfield and even 
Chicago and 
Milwaukee,

cities. The sm aller river cities, such

Except for the Mauresque towers that

It 
is possible to penetrate far into this 
country over concrete roads as fine 
as any in Europe.

Even if supplied In sufficient 
quantity, it soon becomes warm and 
unpalatable, for the poultry appreciate 
a cool drink on hot days as well as 
we do ourselves. 
If you don’t think 
so, try it. 
Keep the w'ater dishes in shady 
places and so arranged that the w ater 
will not become readily fouled with 
dirt. 
No shade is so acceptable to poultry 
as the shade of trees, bushes, growing 
corn or eth er plants 
Every farmer 
almost can provide’this easily and it 
is nearly a sin to fence the" flocks from 
it. Birt any shade is better than no 
shade and it no other can be given a 
shelter from the sun of old boards or 
any material at hahd will answer. 
Water, shade and plenty of feed are 
the three absolute essentials for the 
growing chicks these hot days as 
well as for the balance of the flocks 
See to it that your flocks lack none 
of them.

“The use of floss silk between the 
teeth after each meal is most useful 
in the preservation of the teeth and 
in the hygiene of the mouth,'* said 
Dr. Ravenel. 
“It may also be admit­ 
ted that toothbrushes which are part­ 
ly worn and are dirty can be a source 
of infection. 
There is no doubt that 
every toothbrush after being put in 
use contains germs, and that it is 
practically 
impossible 
to 
sterilize 
there brushes daily. 
The germs on 
the 
toothbrush, 
however, 
are 
de­ 
rived from the mouth, 
and 
foreign 
germs are not introduced. 
There is 
no evidence that the germs on the 
toothbrush multiply at all.

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. Kl.—A sum ­ 
m er shop school conducted here by 
the board of education has paid for 
itself, according to J. C. W right, the 
director. 
“The m arket value of the articles 
which the sixty pupils 
made, 
more 
than paid for the cost of the raw 
m aterial, salary for the beys, and sal­ 
ary of the instructors and the over­ 
head expenses of keeping the school 
plant going,” Mr. Wright said ' today. 
“The school was 
not 
conducted 
with the idea of making money out 
of the boys. 
It w*as opened so that 
the boys studying the trades might* 
obtain experience such as well be re­ 
quired when they actually are w ork­ 
ing by the day. 
It was the best op­ 
portunity for shop experience ever 
offered by the Kansas City schools.” 
The boys w*orked five and a half 
days a week, eight hours a day. They 
wrere paid 14 cents an hour. The boys 
and instructors w*ere paid a total of 
$2,532.90 in salaries. 
The work they turned out will be 
used in the schools this winter. They 
made kindergarten, prim ary and type­ 
w riting tablets, drawing boards and 
w'ood working vises. 
The m aterial 
used cost $2,272.28. 
The value of the 
w'ork they turned out exceeded the 
cost of m aterial and salaries by $1,500

FURNISH SHADE FOR POULTRY 


Fowls W ill Not Thrive Unless Given 
Cool, Shady Quarters— Cornfield 
Is Excellent Place. 


(By II. L. KEMPSTER 
Missouri E x­ 
periment Station.) 
Poultry cannot thrive in sum m er un­ 
less it is provided with cool, shady 
quarters. 
The young stock will not 
m ake economical growth, and there 
will be a larger num ber of deaths 
among them if their quarters are not 
shaded. 
W ith m ature stock the egg 
production will be cut down quite 
largely because of excessive heat. 
Ducks are especially susceptible to 
the direct rays of the hot sun, and 
one should never attem pt to raise 
them unless they have shade. Poultry 
louses set on blocks so th at the chicks 
can go underneath,or orchards, patches 
of corn, etc., are m easures which can 
ie easily employed. 
Farm ers will 
ilnd th at a cornfield will make one 
of the most satisfactory places for 
raising the young as soon as they do 
not require the close attention neces­ 
sary during their early life. 
Patchee of sunflowers planted now 
will be of great value later on, and 
the better growth the chicks will 
make and the increased egg produc­ 
tion will repay well any efforts made 
to provide more comfortable quarters 
for the poultry flocks.
